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GENERAL  REMARKS. 


( irENTLEMEN  :  — 

Your  Supervisor  having  attended  to  the  duties  assign- 
ed him,  submits  the  following  report  : 

Everyone  who  has  ha  J  charge  of  schools  knows  how 
necessary  it  is  that  eac  h  teacher  should  he  well  adapted  to 
his  school,  since  a  teacher  who  could  do  good  work  in  one 
school  might  utterly  tail  in  another.  Such  persons  can 
appreciate  the  difficult}  of  your  Supervisor  in  taking  the 
change  of  schools,  and  the  direction  of  teachers  with  whom 
he  was  entirely  unacquainted.  This  difficulty  was  largely 
removed,  however,  by  the  kindnes>  of  ex-Supervisors 
VlcCoRISON  and  BUFPUM,  who  gave  me  all  the  aid  in  their 
power. 

As  the  result,  it  would  seem  that  few  mistakes  have 
been  made,  tor  the  school.-  have  moved  on  with  very  slight 
friction,  and  as  a  whole  have  made  more  than  average  pro- 
gress. Better  discipline  would  have  improved  one  or  two 
schools,  though  none  have  been  decidedly  disorderly. 
More  would  have  been   helped  had   not    the  teacher>f  with 

mistaken  kindness,  given  the  pupil  so  much  aid  at  recita- 
tions. When  lessons  are  assigned,  especially  to  the  young- 
er pupils,  the  judicious  teacher  will  by  oral  instruction 
blaze  as  plain  paths  through  them  as  is  good  for  the  schol- 
ars. In  the  preparation  of  lessons,  too,  the  pupil  should 
have  just  so  much  aid  as  i>  necessary  and  no  more.  Let 
him  do  all  he  can  for  himself.  Hut  a  recitation  should  be  a 
recitation  only.    The  scholar  should  it  and  or  fall  accord- 


ing  to  his  knowledge  or  ignorance.  Neither  by  significant 
movements,  nor  tone  of  voice,  nor  leading  questions, 
should  the  teacher  help  him  to  tell  what  he  does  not  know. 
Of  course,  while  this  is  the  rule,  wise  teachers  will  consider 
all  the  circumstances. 

All  the  shools  have  made  very  good  progress,  and  in 
some  it  has  been  excellent. 

With  the  money  appropriated  I  hav~  endeavored  to 
give  the  scholars  outside  of  the  Village  at  least  twenty 
weeks  school.  To  effect  this  I  so  arranged  the  terms  in 
some  of  the  smaller  Divisions  that  the  scholars  could  attend 
two  schools. 

It  was  necessary  to  reduce  wages  somewhat  from  those 
previously  paid,  which  was  done  as  nearly  uniformly  as  pos- 
sible. Some  noble  teachers  remained  with  me  for  less  pay 
than  they  might  have  had  elsewhere,  and  a  few  of  experi- 
ence lett  and  their  places  weie  supplied  by  inexperienced 
ones.  This  suggests  a  question  of  economy  for  your  con- 
sideration, is  it  better  to  employ  good  teachers  at  fair  wages 
or  inexperienced  ones  at  low  rates? 

The  Primary  and  Grammar  schools  have  been  in  charge 
of  their  previous  tochers,  who  have  kept  fully  up  to  their 
old  standard.  They  out  conscience  into  their  work.  I  ex- 
pected much  of  Mr.  Neal,  in  t  lie  Intermediate  school,  and 
lie  has  more  than  met  my  expectations.  He  promises  to 
make  a  most  excellent  teacher. 

It  was  thought  best  that  Mr.  Farr  and  Miss  Kicker 
should  remain  in  charge  of  t  he  High  school  until  the  close 
of  the  school  year,  and  other  teacher-  should  then  take  their 
places.  Accordingly  after  a  most  thorough  canvass  of  his 
qualifications,  Mr.  J.  II.  Maxwell  was  selected  as  Princpal, 
and  Miss  II.  A.  Butler  as  assistant.  Mr-  Maxwell  is  a  live 
man.  His  instruction  is  .thorough,  and  he  throws  himself 
into  his  work  with  immense  energy.  Under  his  adminis- 
tration the  school  has  increased  largely  in  numbers  and  in- 


terest  and  is  doing  excellent  work.  At  his  present  salary 
it  is  doubtful  whether  we  shall  be  able  to  retain  his  services 
after  the  winter  term.  Miss  Butler  shows  herself  a  thor- 
ough and  experienced  teacher  in  her  department.  She  is 
giving  good  satisfaction. 

If  the  town  can  agree  upon  it,  I  think,  it  would  be 
much  better,  for  many  reasons,  to  omit  the  term  of  High 
school  in  No.  4.  The  scholars  arc  few  with  almost  no  clas- 
sical ones  among  them.  It*  crowds  the  terms  of  school 
there,  and  those  of  the  High  school  here.  It  gives  the 
teacher  very  little  vacation  from  August  to  March  and  tries 
his  strength  almost  beyond  endurance.  The  scholars  could 
also  do  better  work  with  longer  vacations.  I  should  re. 
commend  that  teachers  able  to  give  instruction  in  the  higher 
English  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  No.  4  school,  and  that 
eassical  scholars  come  to  the  village. 

Owing  to  the  incompleteness  of  the  lists  of  books  from 
the  various  schools,  and  especially  to  the  great  increase  in 
the  Dumber  of  High  school  scholars,  the  appropriation  for 
the  purchase  of  books  was  not  found  quite  sufficient;  bu1 
as  the  law  wa>  imperative  (as  we  nearly  found  to  our  cost  ) 
the  deficit  was  made  up  from  the  general  fund  and  charged 
to  "supplies".  New  books  were  purchased  because,  as 
great  advancement  has  been  lately  made  in  school  books, 
they  are  the  best.    At  introductory  prices  they  werecheap- 

esl  in  the  end,  and  this  method  left  their  books  in  the  hands 

of  pupils  for  use  in  vacation  if  needed.  The  town  is  now 
supplied  with  the  best  net  of  school  books,  as  a  whole,  that 
your  Supervisor  has  ever  seen  in  public  Bchools.  Only  a 
small  outlay  will  be  needed  for  book-  this  year.  For  the 
preservation  of  the  books  during  vacation,  trunks  have  been 
provided  in  which  they  can  be  packed,  and  readily  remov- 
ed to  places  of  >afety. 

The  interior^  of  the  school-houses,  outside  of  the  vil- 
lage, are  all  in  fairly  good  repair,  and- the  condition  of  some 


of  them  reflects  credit  upon  those  who  have  cared  for  them. 
But  all,  or  nearly  all  of  them  need  painting,  and  the  sooner 
it  is  done,  the  cheaper  it  will  be.  Some  of  the  fences  need 
repairs,  and  one — that  in  No.  13 — should  be  rebuilt  in  the 
spring  without  fail. 

The  exteriors  of  the  village  school-houses  have  been 
repaired  and  painted,  and  a  substantial  fence  has  been  built 
around  the  grounds.  The  names  of  the  contractors — Wm. 
Weymouth,  and  J.  H.  &  V.  Header — are  a  guaranty  of 
the  quality  of  the  work.  Sanitary  and  economical  reasons 
require  the  removal  of  the  k4New  Building"  to  a  location  in 
a  line  with  the  other,  and  the  thorough  repair  of  both 
houses.  As  soon  as  possible  the  High  and  Grammar  schools 
should  be  removed  to  a  good  school-house  with  ample 
grounds,  provided  for  their  sole  occupancy.  This  would 
leave  the  present  small  grounds  for  the  Primary  and  Inter- 
mediate schools,  and  avoid  the  collisions  which  must  now 
he  frequent  between  the  large  and  small  scholars,  and  pre- 
vent a  large  part  of  the  injury  to  the  houses,  which  now 
seems  inevitable.  Then  the  schools  could  be  much  better 
graded  and  classified,  and  your  school  appropriations  ex- 
pended to  much  better  advantage  than  now. 

Four  things  at  least  are  necessary  if  we  would  have 
good  schools,  viz.  :  good  scholars,  good  teachers,  good 
books,  and  good  accommodations.  The  first  three  we  do 
not  now  lack.  Our  scholars  are  bright,  our  teachers  are 
competent  and  faithful,  our  books  are  of  the  best.  Our 
great  need  now  is  more  and  better  accommodations.
